“I8 THE CAUCASIAN PLAYED Our» 


We may fairly take it for granted tht when 
Mr. Bret Harte’s hero “I'rathfal James” pro. 
pounded the i: qniry which forms the heading 
of this article he did not use the term Caucasian 
in avy subtle or narrow ethaolegical sense, 
bat simply as connoting the white man jp 
contradistinction to his yellow, black, or other 
colovred brethren. The question still stands, 
aod contemporary events are contribating to 
invest it with a considerable degres of interest 
and even of importance. The supremacy of 
the Indo-European races in arms, policy, and 
civilisation has lasted so long and appears to 
be so firmly foanded that we are in some 
danger of forgetting that it is comparatively 
modern. ‘The era of European supremacy 
commenced at Marathon and Salamis ih 
culminated with the expulsion of the Moors 
from Spain, and it was completed by Sobieski 
at Vienna. Since then the white nations have, 
directly or indirectly, raled tha world, and the 
others have, more or less willingly, accepted 
the assumption, and occasionally the aseertion, 
of their own inferiority. Recent indications, 
however, saya the “Morning Post,” are not 
wanting to show that analterationis beginning 
to take place in the situation, and that the 
long-standing hegemony of the Caucasian is 
in process of being challenged. 

This movement—if such it may be termed— 
has, of course, received an enormous stimulns 
from the example of Japan, which has emerged 
from the seclusion of Orientalism and sacc- 
folly made its claim to position among t 
Great Powers. The defeat of Russia has 
tarally produced a powerful effect in Chins, 
and it is not difficalt to trace a direct con 
tion between this cause and the practi 
sapersession of Sir Robert Hart, who stood as 
the very embodiment of Buropean influence in 
the Celestial Kingdom. That a certain amount 
of discontent exists in India is admitted by all 
who are familiar with that country. It is largely 
inarticulate, but it is nevertheless real, and 
not evea the asknowledged justice of the 
Eaglish rale has prevented the growth of » 
certain vagae sentiment of nationality. The 
azitation in Persia is mainly domestio in its 
character and has probably been allayed by the 
recant concession of Parliamentary institations 
but it is significant to read that “it is feared 
that the representatives of the people will de- 
mand the dismissal of the Belgian Castoms em- 
ployés and of the Belgian Minister of Customs 
and Posts,” It is believed that a similar state 
of feeling prevails with regard to the Danish 
officials in Siam, though the subjects of King 
Chalalongkora have not as yet made any active 
protest. In Egypt again there is to be np- 
tice laspirit of restiveness—not entirely facti- 
tioas. In South Africa, where the black mao 
stands apon an infinitely lower plare of civi- 
lisation than ia foand io the coantries sbove 
referred to, the spread of Hthiopianism alresdy 
constitates a serious menace, and may be 
foand to supply the instrament hitherto lack- 
ing of cohesion and unification tor the native 
tribes, ‘The Pan-Islamic propaganda is doubt- 
less essentially and fandamentally a question 
of religion, but it is surely something more 
than an accident that it should ba actually 
sounded within sach strict limitations of race 
and colour as to be fer all practical purposes 
snti Cancasian in its operation. The aggregate 
of cases cited above constitutes a somewhat 
ramarkable illastration of the extent to which 
the steady, if almost sabconacious, revolt 
against the hitherto urqnestioned domination 
of the white races has epread itself. lt by no 
means proves that the Caucasian is “played 
oat,” bat it may afford the student of social 
seismograpby ground for conjectaring that the 
ethnic centre of gravity of the world is perhaps 
lasa stable than it was supposed to be. 


SYMPATHY WITH THE SULTAN. 


Unbiassed reports received at Constantinople 
from various important centres in the interior 
ofboth European and Asiatic Turkey show 
that there were remarkable demonstrations of 
sympathy when the news of the Saltan’s in- 
disposition was received. 

The Moslems gathered in the motques and 
offered up prayers for the speedy recovery of 
his Majesty, and the announcement of bis 
restoration to health caused much rejoicing 
among the people, # fact which is regarded as 
a striking testimony to h’s popularity. — 

Information daring the course of his Ma- 
josty’s illness hes been of the moat meagre 
kind. T'be Saltan, when indisposed, becomes a 
hermit of the most rigorous type. He shats 
himself ap in the harem—that is to say, the 
part of the Palace reserved for the Royal 
fami y and only the ch'et of women attendants 
may approach and ccmmunicate with him. 

It is probable that on this occasion the 
physicians were admitted to the Royal pre- 
sence, but as arule the Sultan gets his medical 
advice from some servant who has informed a 
physician of bis master’s symptomr. 

Even in the present il'ne:s one American 
doctor was consulted by a chamberlain at his 
own house, and the advice was conveyed to 
the Saltan. The Royal disease—hemataria— 
is not dangerous onder constant medical care, 
bat the Soltan’s hatred of physicians gives # 
graver side to his case,

THE NEW KHEDIVIAL LINER, 


The 8.8. Osmanieh, which left Southampton 
oa Wednesday after. oon, 22nd inst., arrived 
at Malta on T'uesday morning, and after coal- 
ing left the same evening for Alexandria, 
where she is expected to arrive this evening.

We are informei that the vessal will be 
thrown open for tha inspection of the public 
On certsin days next week, which will be daly 
announced in ths press later. 


THE ANGLO-EGYPTIAN MAILS. 


A correspondent calls attention in the 
“Tribona” (Rome) tothe risks attending the 
transhipment of the Anglc-Egyptian and Anglo- 
Indian mails at Brindisi, where, it appears, 
the poetbags are thrown from tbe boat on to 
the ground in tha midst of dust-heaps in sum- 
mer and mud in winter. At the same time the 
narrow road is continually being used by carts 
and foot passengers, to the confasion of the 
offisials whose daty it is to count the bags 
before putting them into the vane. The cor- 
respondent points ont the necessity of at least 
paving this road, failing which he suggests the 
bailding of a proper shed for the protection of 
the mails from son and rain. ‘After all,” he 
conclades, ‘the service is an international one, 
and its safety should be properly guaranteed. It 
is to be hoped that the Government will take 
steps to avoid possible accidents, and Italy’s 
consequent respnsibility towards the countries 
concerned.”

LITTLE ENGLANDERS ON LORD

Mr. Stead, writing in the latest “Review of 
Reviews” on “The Scare in Egypt,” says :— 
Lord Cromer has been in Egypt so long that 
he has come to be regarded as a permanent 
institution. Perhaps he has been there too 
long. It would have been treason to suggest 
such a thing three months ago. Bat to day 
I am not so sure. Lord Cromer first of all 
redaced the English garrison, and then getting 
“rattled,” as the Americans say, he suddenly 
insists upon its reinforcement. That might 
be excused, bot a much more serious matter 
is the alarm which he cansed Sir Edward Grey 
+o aoundin the House of Commons as to the 
parlous condition of things in Egypt. Of course 
he may be right now. In that case he was 
wrong last year, for itcan hardly be contended 
that the situation has changed so suddenly for 
the worse. The Saltan has been headed off in 
the East, and there has been no serious erap- 
tion in‘the West. The fact is that it is about 
time Lord Cromer were to be ssaked when he 
intends setting about the establishment of 
some kind of representative institation in 
Egypt. It is no use our pretending to beso 
mightily zealous for the success of the Doma 
in Rossia, wheo we do nothing to fulfil oor 
solemn pledges tu set up a Damain Egypt. 
It is certainly a much more easy task to 
manage fellaheen through representative insti- 
totions than it is to manage the Ruesian 
revolutionists. 

The “Daily News,” in a recent issue, voices 
a far more favourable opinion and says: 
Anyone who knows Lord Cromer will realise 
the immenee debt that Egypt owes to his 
manifold labours in her behalf. His personal 
affability to all onder his sway reminds us 
of the state of our rale in India when a man 
crossed from the Punjanub to Calcutta, and 
thence to the Hille, in order to see John 
Lawrence about acow. We fear that that good 
day has passed from India for the time being. 
We rejoice that it prevails in Ezypt.

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RESPECTING ANTHEMS. 
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UNSEEMLY CONDUCT IN ESBEKIEH. 


“A Twenty Years’ Resident in Egypt” (Cairo) 
writes :—Having attended the military concert 
given in tha Esbekieh public garden of Cairo 
on the last two ocossionr, I wish to bring to 
the notice of those whom it may concern, tbat 
when the Khedivial Anthem was being played 
by the British military band at the close of 
the concert, almost every one of the civilian 
Englishmen present remained seated, instead 
of standing op and removing their hats, aa 
used to be customary. Other foreigners present, 
probably influenced by the action of the 
Eoglishmen, treat his Highness the Khedive 
in the same manner, and in some cases sug- 
gest that as most of the Englishmen are 
higbly-paid officials, drawing pay from the 
Government of his Highness, it may be that 
by thus showing their want of respect they 
are carrying out the wishes of some one in 
high official authority. 

So far as Englishmen are concerned, the 
difference can immediately be seen when the 
band plays “God save the King” at the finish 
of the programme, but the. foreigners present 
show exactly the same want of respect to “God 
save the King” as the Englishmen do to the 
Khedivial anthem, and some of them have 
been heard to remark, “If Englishmen who 
draw pay from the Khedive will not respect 
the Khedivial anthem, why should we take, 
any notice of that of their King?’ 

Some of the Egyptians present consider thie 
an action of the British authorities, with a 
view to the creation, if possible, of a distarbance 
and more trouble, and as a means cf “killing” 
respect for the Khedive. 

It is only fair to mention that on the last 
occasion, & high'y placed British Army staff 
officer being preeent, every Englishman in 
army uniform, whether serving with the Britieh 
or Ezyptian forces, sprang to “attention” and 
came smartly to the salute, as if on a cere- 
monial parade, and remained ‘‘at the salate” 
during the whole of the playing of both 
antbems, thas paying exactly the same respect 
to the Khedivial anthem as to “God save the 
King.” 

How very nice it would look, how pleasant 
it would make things here, and how much it 
would be appreciated, ifall civilians would be 
forced to either do likewise, or keep ont of 
the gardens and other places while the army 
bands are playing. 

Some years ago a similar state of affairs 
(with regard to civilians and the Britieh 
national anthem) was brought to notice at 
Gibraltar, when the Governor and Commander- 
in-chief of the “Rock” placed a sentry on each 
gate of the public gardens while the military 
bands were playing there, with orders “to 
permit only members of the Army and Navy 
to enter the garden,” and in addition military 
bands were prevented from playing at private 
parties antil further orders. This soon had 
the desired effect, as civilians, when re-admitted 
(after presenting a petition) showed no farther 
want of respect for the National Anthem. 

If it woald only be made known by the 
authorities, that if civilians continue their 


' present want of respect for both anthems the 


action of the Gibraltar authorities would be 
copied and enforerd in Cairo, a marked im- 
provement woald soon be noticed. 
Government officials and others might be 
informed that if they were ashamed to show 
respect to the anthem of the head of the o- 
vernment by which they are employed, they 
should equally be ashamed to draw their pay 
from that source, and could take service in 
another country where their feelings would 
not soffer by showing the respect doe to the 
Head of theState by which they were employed. 
To allay their scsceptibilities they might be 
informed that by saluting the Khedive's 
anthem they are not paying respect to a 
personality, but to the recognised Head of a 


regarding tanaticism, it would have sufficed. State. 


No wonder that the English in Egypt, who do | 
not wish the Egyptian’s voice to be heard in | 
England, should feel vexed and should try to 
lower him in the estimation of the English 
public and to get the French Press to accase 
him of serviog ‘Turkey and Germany.

£10,000 worth of jewellery from a Singapore

“VOLCANO” NEAR CAIRO. 
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AN EXTRAORDINARY RUMOUR. 


Egypt has never, within the historical period 
at any rate, been remarkable for any vol- 
canic phencmenon. The country also is very 
slightly amenable to earthqaakes, although 
to the north, in the Archipelago, earth- 
quakes are freqaent. The happy immunity 
of this country from volcanoes and their 
concomitants has engendered the idea that 
despite the terrible eraptions and earth- 
quakes in Martinique, San Francisco, Naples 
and Chili, the Valley of the Nile will remain 
unbothered by such nuisances. However, a 
“bolt from the blue” has fallen at Cairo, and it 
has been confidently affirmed that a volcano has 
made its appearance on the Mokattam Hills. 
The ‘‘Progrés” in its issue of yesterday states: —

Other Cairo newspapers also give publicity 
to the same information and considerable 
pertarbation has been caused by this most 
sensational intelligence. It appears, however, 
that the volcano is discovered to be an ancient 
tomb, and the Cairo newspapers have evidently 
been led astray by soms practical joker.

of evil antecedents from first offenders. 
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HELIOPOLIS TRAMWAYS. 

The following is the plan, sanctioned by 
the Pablic Works Department, of the electric 
tramway which the Cairo Electric Railway and 
Heliopolis Co. propose to lay down between 
Cairo and Heliopolis: Traversing the princi- 
pal boulevards of the second and first oases, 
the line will cross the desert straight to the 
present terminus of the Cairo tramways at 
Abbassieh, whence to Bab el-Hadid, the city 
permanent way will be used ; after which sta. 
tion the route will be via the metropolitan line, 
Ismailia Canal, Djellal Pasha-street to Boulac 
avenue. Hence, once more the line will follow 
the city tramway and make the loop round 
the buildings of the Mixed Coorts, for the 
return to the Oasis. 


RAILWAY BXTENSION IN SYRIA. 

The extension of the railway line from 
Hamah to Aleppo has been completed, and 
direct communication is established with Bey- 
rout. The line joins the Damascus-Beyrout 
Railway at Rayak. The distance between 
Rayak and Aleppo is 332 kilomdtres. The 
inauguration will take place in September, 
and the line will be opened to treflis towards 
the end of October. :

INSURRECTION THWARTED. 
LABOUR APPEAL TO ARMY. 


St. Pererssura, Augast 29. 

It is stated that an insurrection had been 
planned to take place in October, and vast 
quantities of arma and explosives were pur- 
chased for the occasion, but that it has been 
thwarted owing to the arrest of a namber of 
the conspirators. 

The T-ar and the Grand Duke Nicholas 
were amongst the bearers of Ganeral Minn’s

St. PeterspurG, Augost 23. 

It is officially declared that the Government 
will not adopt any weaker policy in dealing 
with revolutionists, however horrible their 
threats may be. 

A manifesto issued by the ex-Labour Mem- 
bers of the Dama to the army say3 that the 
soldiers are sworn to loyalty not only to the 
Tear, bat to the Fatherland as well, which the 
Tsar has deceived. It orges the army to falfil 
its oath to the fatherland and to fight for the 
authority of the people. 

Bomb outrages and bomb discoveries are 
reported throughont Raesia. 

Despatches from the Baltic provinces, 
Georgia, and others parts of the Cancasus, 
show that the Territorists have established 
their own government. 

The Raesian township of Mordovo has been 
barred ; 2,000 people are himeless. ( Resster )

RELATIONS STRAINED. 
Durpan, August 29. 

Relations between Natal and Cape Colony 
are strained owing to the Cape’s adjustment of 
railway rates detrimental to Natal. There is a 
movement on foot here in favour of a complete 
anion with the Transvaal whereby Natal would 
secure the Transvaal’s trade and the Transvaal 
would secare a harboor of her own. The ten- 
dency in the case of both colonies is to isolate

America by the failure of the Real Estate 
Trost Company, one of the strongest financial 
institations in Philadelphia. £1,400,000 is in- 
volved.

LORD KITCHENER'S SUGGESTIONS. 


Presiding recently at Simla over the first 
meeting of the Committee on Enteric Fever, 
Lord Kitchener, in his address, said: —1 have 
thought it necessary to form thia standing com- 
mittee to advise usin our efforts to reduce 
enteric fever among the troops in this country, 
and to co-ordinate the work of the whole medi- 
cal profession, civil and military, in this direc- 
tion. The ravages of cholera were worse in the 
Army in India in days gone by, but they are 
now happily a reminiscence of the past, and, if 
we consider enteric fever as a not less dange- 
rous disease, and are equally energetic in 
stamping it out, [ have great hopes that we 
shall sacceed in bringing this scourge in torn 
eventually ander control. We know that the 
time when young soldiers are most subject to 
enteric is on their first arrival in this country, 
and at certain seasons of the year the preva- 
lence of the disease may be anticipated. 

You are aware that we have been engaged 
for some time op experimenté in anti-typhoid 
inocalation in India, and great advances have 
been made on the system prevailing at the 
time of the South African war. By anti-typhoid 
inoculation we can assist the soldier's tissnes 
to resist the disease by providing floide in 
the blood which re-act and have disastrous 
effects on a bacterial invasion by typhoid 
germs. Recent experience proves that we can 
obtain froitfal resalts by this means, bat, 
thongh we have in inoculation a possible 
solation, this method of treatment is still 
comparatively in its infancy, and, thoogh we 
have sofficient data to justify us in introduo- 
ing the system generally, I look forward to 
great improvement in its operation. Though 
the devoted professional experts in India and 
at home, by carefol investigation and practical 
experience, will do away with some of the 
drawbacks now attending the process, I think 
the medical profession are not always fally 
alive to the thoughtlessness of the soldier as 
regards taking™care of himself. They provide 
a safeguard against dangercos disease, but it 
causes considerable discomfort, and yet-they 


are surprised that it is not more willingly] 


adopted. 

If we want to make inoculation popular 
generally,I think our efforts shoold be directed 
to making its application less painful and on- 
pleaeaut, even at the expense of some redi ction 
in the period of immanity. The line of thought 
and inquiry, I shoald like to set before you is 
whether this cannot be accomplished by using 
a more diloted serum, or distributing the dose 
over three or more injections, instead of two, 
as the practice now is, or redocing the amount 
of serum injected. I only suggest these views 
as @ lsyman for your consideration as experts. 
Since the South African war the dose has 
been reduced considerably with good results, 
Cannot yoo go a step farther in the same 
direction Are you convinced that you have 
rerched the minimum of safety ? Are you not 
aiming at too long a period of ‘mmanity? If 
all discomfort could be avoided in the process 
of inoculation an immune period of six months 
might be eofficient, instead of the two years 
you vow aspire to. Then we might look for 
auiversal inoculation of all arrivals in this 
country.

MONEY AND SHARE MARKET. 


(From our .FINaNcIAL CORRESPONDENT). 


London, Augast 24. 
The Money Market, 


The Bank position shows an improvement 
and the proportion of reserve has arisen }, 
thowing nearly £27,000,000 of gold, 50.86 of 
the liabilities against 46.7 same time last year. 

In the outside market there is no change, 
rates for loans varying from 2} to 3 per cent, 
and discounts 3 yy to}. There seems no 
reason to look for any change in the easy 
position of money here for another month at 
least, and not then unless the United States 
require our assistance to provide part of the 
£15,000,000 needed for moving their large 
crops. Astothe probability of this opinions 
differ, bat the best informed do not anticipate 
any withdrawal sufficient to create monetary 
tension. Last year New York took £4,000,000 
from this side and it is not probable, in view 
of the strong gold position of the United States 
Treasary, that more than this will be taken, if 
as much. 

Reviewing the position asa whole we have 
Berlin with gold sufficient to take care of its 
own wants, but with no surplus in view of ite 
present active trade. The Bank of France in 
its usual commanding position can part with 
some of ite large supplies, if need be, and the 
Bank of England is in a position to part with 
a moderate amount. Russia and Japan may 
call for some of their large deposits, the former 
having taken the £500,000 sent to Germany 
for an “onknown destination,” and are prob- 
ably about to take more shortly. The United 
States may have large requirements in the 
near fature bat are in a position to provide for 
themselves in case of any money pressure, and 
finally there is the asual demand from Egypt, 
which may amount to £4,000,000 or even 
more. There is nothing in this situation to 
create uneasiness. Good supplies of gold are 
arriving from the mines, bat what makes any 
serious situation in the antamn very unlikely 
is that it is not to the interest of any market 
to check the exceptional business now existing 
in all the countries involved (excepting 
Raasia). 


Sliver. 


A moderate amount of baying in the silver 
market has raised the price of spot to 804d. 
bat there has been no alteration for two 
months’ shipment which remains 303d. per 
ounce, 


The Stock Markets. 


It would seem at last the stock markets 
have taken a turn for the better, and a decided 
improvement has been noted generally during 
the past week. Consols seem to have been 
rather a weak spot, bat after declining to 874 
for the account, have recovered somewhat 
and close to-night at 87}. On receipt 
of the news of the earthquake at Valparaiso, 
it was feared that the Insarance Companies 
would have to realise some of their invest- 
ments bat this has not actually been the 
case. Apart from the fact that their liabilities 
are not nearly so large as was the case in San 
Francisco, the general manager of the Atlas 
Aesurance Company has been authorized by all 
the British Insoranca Companies who have 
business in Chili to repudiate the statement 
that the companies have any intention to go 
beyond their strict legal contracts, which 
clearly exempt them from all liability from loss 
or damage by fires consequent apon earth- 
quake. Chilian issues have been marked down 

« few points generally, but there has been no 
tendenoy to panic. Reports from most of the 
British Companies having interests in Chili 
are tavourable, and basiness is being resumed 
generally. It is also reported that no damage 
has been done to the nitrate deposite. A tele- 
gram from Lima states that the damage done 
by the earthquake is immense, and that the 
Government will ask the Chilian Congress to 
appropriate £20,000,000 for the rebuild ng 
of the city. 

In the Railway market the large increases 
in the traffic returns of the principal railway 
companies have failed to inflaence these stocks 
aud prices have eaced off generally. 

Profit taking in nearly all departments has 
called a halt on the upward tendency which 
was displayed earlier in the week, and there 
seems to bean inclination to mark time.
